Sometimes figures are so large 
ngt they lose all meaning:—cer- 
tainly here in Canada it is almost 
impossible to comprehend what it 
means when we learn that there 
are five million refugees in North- 
ern France who are desperately in 
need of every aid the Red Cross 
can give them. People numbering 
alrnost half the population of Can- 
ada have suddenly become home- 
less.-many are wounded, and all 
of them must be sufefring. It is 
in emergencies like this that the 
Red Cross comes to the fore. By 
drawing upon its reserves of 
clothing, - blankets and surg ical 
ngs e can immed! 
render aid where it is needed most. 

The result of 49 emergency such 
as this is to place the burdens of 
replenishing these supplies upan 
the small groups throughout the 
country just such as the Local Red 
Cross. Workers are urgently needed 
here and it is to be hoped that 
everyone will now jump in and 
play their part, We are now see- 
ing just what a “Total” war means 
—the inaction of the winter months 
on the battle field is over, and 
the inaction on the home front is 
over too. Those on the home front 
who want to ‘do their «bit”’—and 
everyone says they do—can serve 
best through the Local Red Cross. 
Women are reminded of the work 
day each Tuesday afternoon at the 
Red Cross Headquarters on Main 
Street, and of the fact that aside 
from emergencies such as the pre- 
sent one, there is an unceasing 
need for knitted wear, and not 
nearly enough kitters here in town 
do fill the need.

Street. 

“Yesterday, Jack, Jackie and I 
~went to Windsor Castle. The Royal 
Princess Elizabeth’s birthday. The 
boys got to look into the drawing 
room where they were going to 
have tea, but didn’t see anyone. We 
went all through the chapel and 
it was wonderful, I'll never forget 
it, it is so ancient. There was a 


‘piece of marble front that dated 


back to 1200, and I stood on top 
of Henry VIII's tomb. At King 
George V's tomb there is a sculp- 
tured likeness of him—it is very 
good. The building itself is wond- 
erful—all crumbly with age. The 
walls are of carved rock, and the 
pews, doors ard altars are all 
carved out of oak. It is really the 
most wonderful thing I have ever 
seen, and I could spend weeks just 
looking around in the chapel. The 
castle is the most massive thing 
I have ever seen, with long avenues 
of trees leading up to it. It is a 
mass of rock as far as the eye, can 
see,”

Ottawa Letter 


By Dr. F. W. Gershaw, MP, 
Medicine Hat Constituency, 


Members of Parliament from all 
over Canada came to Ottawa de- 
termined that Canada should put 
forth its maximum effort to assist 
the Empire and the gallant allies 
in this life and death struggle. 
Much information that had been 
withheld has now been given and 
it is evident to all that recent news 
has caused a speeding up of prep- 
arations. 

On May 10th a Military division 
consisting of 23,678 men was over- 
seas at the disposal of the British 
officers. A second division of 24,- 
645 men is ready to embark when 
ships are available. A third divi- 
sion will be at once recruited and 
occupy the camps of the Second 
division. 

In addition on the date there 
were: 

In Training centres ......16,282 

In Coastal defence ..... 9,036 

In Guarding valuable points 6,665 

Other troops ........ , » 6,223 

At the beginning of the war the 
Navy consisted of a dozen Vessels 
and 1600 officers and ratings. Now, 
there are 100 Vessels and 5614 men 
and officers, By March 3i1st next, 
this will have been increased to 
1450 off icers and 10,000 men. On 
May 10th there were in active 
service 9 Destroyers, 15 Mine 
Sweepers, 6 anti-submarine vessels 
and 66 auxiliary vessels, ninety ad- 
ditional patrol vessels and Mine 
Sweepers are under construction.
